The present invention comprises a personal gaming device (figure 1). The personal gaming device of the 
invention is adapted to present a game to a player. In one embodiment, the gaming device includes a display 
screen (34), a processing unit including a processor, and a memory, and a wireless communication interface 
associated with the processing unit.
